GREATER NEW TORK. 

AatbolanM and Patrol Qouga loaaded 
Tbroaglieat th* Dajr. 

New York, Aug. 11.— Tho number 
of deaths caused by tlie lu at in greater 
New York is about IKS and additional 
victims aie being reported liourly. 

Advices from towns just beyond the 
limits of greater New York add many 
namea to the death list. It is now esti- 
mated that 188 persons in and around 
the city died of heat yesterday. 

The jinjstrations are almost innumer- 
able and no accurate statement of them 
oanbe made. Ambtilances and patrol 
wagons have been naning about all 
day, the clamor of their gongs becom- 
Ing a familiar sound. Streetcar horses 
have dropped in the tracks by scores. 
Oat of door work has been largely sus- 
pended and many factories are tempo- 
rarily closed. 

Sunday night was the hottest of the 
summer, the climax of tho present tor- 
rid spell, and one of the hottest known 
In the city for years. Morning hrouglit 
no relief and at H a. ni. tho thermometer 
Flood llvo degrees higher than ut tlie 
same hour Sunday, but as tho humidity 
was less intense tlian on tho preceiiing 
day there was less discomfort in the 
atmospliere. Karly in tho morning 
there was but .")() per cent of humidity 
which is ratlier below tlic normal. 

Street temperature taken in the shade 
Bt a point near the center of the city 
was 80 at 4 a. m., rose to 07 ut 11, to i»U 
at 1 p. m., to 102 at 4 and at (t had fallen 
to 02 and further dropped to 8!t at 9 
p. ni. SutlVring has been luo.'.t intense 
in tbe tenement sections, wliere poor 

i)eople are uijable to get breathing space, 
u these sections the charitable organi- 
zations have had their hainls full, many 
infants aud children succumbing to sun- 
stroke. 

The hospitals were obliged to call ou 
the police department to aid them in 
responding to calls as their ambulances 
could not cope with the number of cases 
reported. So police patrol wagons were 
pressed into service to carrv neat vie- 
nms to the hospitals. Many other 
waAons were used to eany away dead 
Md diMbled animals.

Reports on the Kiiropean grain 
crops are generally favorable. The 
wheat crop promises to be up to the avi'r- 
age. Forage crops will l>e short in 
Great Britain if droutii continues. 

Tlie August retains sliow a reduction 
in the condition (if cotton during the 
month of July from 9-,'.."p to so. 1, or 12.4 
l)oints. Tho condition same time last 
year was 77.9, which was the lowest 
average for August ever given. The 
averages of tho states are: 

Virginia, 8«; North Carolina, 06; 
South Carolina, 88; Georgia, 92; Flor- 
ida, K4; Alabama, 7iJ; Mississippi, 7N;

Heavy rains in July damaged the 
crop, chpecially on bottom lauds, in Vir- 
ginia, North and South Caroliua, Flor- 
ida and some portions of Georgia. Over 
a large ar»'a in Georgia the crop is in 
line condition and promises a full yield. 
A drouth which extended over Ahi- 
bimia, Missisilpoi, Louisiana, Arkansas 
aud Texas for several weeks, produced 
more or less damage and in many coun- 
ties complaints are made of rapid shed- 
ding and premature ripening and 
blooming at the top. Some oonntiesin 
M t ss i ssiM>t tMid Arkuisas report the 
crop is irrraarably damaged frcun drouth 
and eioessfve heat. 

Some counties in TezM report the 
crop in .good oonditiou, ftrniting well, 
promisinflt an average yield. But over 
the droulh'Stricken district, where rain 
has fallen, thev have come too late to be 
of benefit. The continued drouth aud 
hot dry winds have done considerable 
damage in some counties. There is 
complaint of too much dry weather in 
Tennessee, otherwise the crop is doing 
fairly well. The crop over almost the 
entire cotton belt is maturing rapidly 
and is earlier than for many years, 
partly from eorl^ planting and partly 
from premature ripeuing. 

SALOONKEEPERS PLEADING. 

Alleged CxoeaalVM Lii-eiiHu Fee UeadloK 
Off Proflta. 

Terrs Hactb, Ind., Aug. 11.— The 
common council is wrestling with the 

question of reducing the saloon license 
fee. Saloon men, in their petition, 
claim that the hard tinn s and the Nich- 
olson law have made it ijiipossible to 
pay the foe of |250 per year and derive 
any profit. The Good Citiseus' lesgne 
insist thst flie license shall be maiu- 
tained and say that' they do not care 
how man]r are forced out of business; 
that the citv will be uoue the loser, as 
the lessened cost of maintaining the po- 
lice department and jail will more than 
offset the decrease in revenue paid by 
the li(iuor dealers. 

Tho city council has, among other 
things under consideration, one to re- 
duce the dealers' license iJ.'jO or ijluo, 
and make up the deficit in revenue by 
taxing the breweries and brewery 
ageiici''S of the city $1, (XX) per annum. 
To this proposition tho Term Haute 
Brewing company cheerfully as.sents. 
They have the bulk of the local trade 
and can much better atford to jiay the 
license than any of their outside com- 
petitors. There are but four other 
breweries maintaining agencies here — 
the Schlitz, the Pabst, the 
and the Anheuser-Busch.

LoMDOM, Aug. 11.— The Times has a 
dispatch from a correspondent at Vadsoe 

on Varaiiger Fiord, near which poinv 
observations wrir taken by Mr. Down- 
ing, siip. rintciidciif nf the British nau- 
tical almanac and a number of other 
Kiiulish astronomers, including Sir 
Robert Ball of Cambridge. 

This correspondent describes the im- 
pressive scene of the moon's shadow 
seeping over tht^ earth at tho momout 
of the totality of the eclipse. 

"The view from Dr. Common's ob- 
servatory," he says, "extended for 30 
miles up Yaranger Fiord to the moun- 
tains opposite. The deep purple shadow 
plunged the mountains in temporary 
obscurity. As it advanced across the 
Fi'ird. the shadow envebiped the train- 
ing sguadroii, the details of the riggiii:,' 
disappeared from view ami the ship's 
lights gleamed forth brilliantly. Still 
the shadow pre s sed on with majestic 
speed, a mile in every two seconds. It 
moved as swiftly as a cannon ball until 
it reached the observers at Vadsoe, aii- 
nounciiiK the totality of the eclijjse. 

Comjilete darkness lasted for KM) s>-c- 
onds. Thi! unwonted si)Hct.icle hushetl 
every one to silence. A few Startled 
birds hurried past the camp. 

"Although all visitors felt that t!i.' 
magnificent phenomena wius worthy ot 
remembrance, s<'ientific results of all 
the labors wero hardly anything. Tin' 
li>,'lit around was not greater than tiiat 
of a full moon, but in tho distance the 
mountain tops were shining brilliantly. 

"The manner in which the darkness 
lifted was almost startling in its sud- 
denness, but the sun was still hiddeu in 
clouiis. " 

Dr. Andrew Ainslee Common, from 
whose observatory tho above described 

scene was observed, is tho treasurer of 
the K(jyal Astronomical stjciety and 
gold medallist for work iu celestial pho- 
tography. ^

BuooKi.VN, Aug. Il.~.\n accident at 
the Brooklyn navyyard which cau-ed 
upwanl of *loo,0oo ilnmage. for which 
some one will have to be held respon- 
sible, occurred there Sunday night. The 
scene of the catasthrope was the timber 
dry dock built about seven years ago. 
The do . k is I'lU feet long, l'..') feet wide, 
and hud a depth of 'Zi feet. It was 
about 7:S0 p. m. Work was over for 
the day, and SO f ar as can be learned no 
one was present when the accident oc- 
curred. 

The officers of the yard were extreme- 
ly reticent when asked for an explana- 
tion of the trouble, but so far as could 
be leurued, a wave caused by a passing 
steamer, which fotced itself beneath the 
lieavy caisson at the mouth of tho dry 
dock, capsized it, throwing it into tho 
dock and allowing the water to rush in, 
is the solution. The dock was nearly 
empty at the time, aud the force of the 
water ruidbing in caused the moorings 
of the torpedo boat Ericsson to snap, 
hurling it against the end of the dock. 
About in feet of the bow of the Ericssou 
was stove in, and the stem of the boat 
badly damaged. 

The captain's latmoh, tied up near 
by, was also torn from her moorings 
and carried by the force of the water 
into the dock, where she Is now com- 
pletely submerged. The monitors 
Puritan and Terror also broke their 
cables, but were not seriously iujmed. 

The report that several men had beeu 
drowned proved upon investigation to 
be untrue. A large piledriver, together 
with a soow loaded with stone was also 
carried into the dock. 

The oaisBOB, which is made of steel, 
was at the time having its stone and 
water baliast removed, with a view of 
having it replaced by cement, and on 
this account nad become lighter, allow- 
itiu the wave to lift it. A court of in- 
quiry wi 1 1 robably sift the matter.
